Has Vienna lost her sense of humour? 
The city of many laughters has hissed at 
a play by Mr. Bernard Shaw, not because 
it was written by an “ Englishman,” but 
because the audience of the Burntheater 
considered it dull. “Heartbreak House ” 
was the object of the groundlings’ scorn. 
In this play, critics have declared, Mr. 
Shaw has more to say than ever he has 
and takes a longer time to say 
it. He forbade his producer in Vienna 
“cut ’’.a single line, and instructed hi 
to stage “ Heartbreak House” exactly as it 
was written. To that fact, we are inclined 
to think, rather than to any Viennese 
Philisteret, must be ascribed the failure of 
the’ play. Continental audiences appre- 
ciate the Shavian genius very highly. 
“John Bull's Other Island’? is more 
popalar in Berlin than it is in Dublin, and 
“ Man and Superman ”’ is almost a German 
classic. Neveftheless, German-speaking 
theatre-goers, at any rate, are much more 
critical than those of Great Britain. They 
are easily “bored,” and have no compunc- 
tion in expressing their boredom. Besides, 
nowadays the people of Vienna want to be 
amused rather than lectured. A Shaw 
play can only be enjoyed thoroughly after 
a good dinner, and, unhappily, good 
dinners are even rarer than good plays 
in Vienna.
